around it, has been sustained by Judge 
Garnett, who decides that the court can 
interfere to protect property even when 
acts that put it in danger are not so 
gross as to be criminal. 


STBIKEBS INDICTED. 


S T . LOUIS, Mo., May 21.—The grand 
jury of Hillsboro, Mo., has indicted 
fifty-nine of the late railroad strikers for 
conspiracy. 
Many escaped before war- 
rants could be served and only four have 
been arrested.

OOMPBOMISE TBBMS.

RIVALS FÖR THE CUP. 


PROSPECT OF THE GREATEST YACHT- 
ING SEASON EVER KNOWN. 


Tbe Enirllali Tesvel That 1» Intended to 
Carry Away t h e Cap—It*« 
Amerlean 
Defenders—The Yachts Being Built to 
Sustain American Honor. 


The coming sea3»oii is going: to be A very- 
interesting one in the way of yachting con- 
tests. 
A further impetus is given to this 
sport from the renewed effort which is about 
to be made to capture the international 
challenge cup, which was won by the yacht 
America in 1851 over the fastest of European 
sailing craft 
The splendid victory of the 
Puritan last year has spurred the Britain to 
send this season the veiy fleetest of their 
'Single stick racing machines" to carry back 
the cup. 
This vessel is the cutter Galatea, 
owned by Lieut Henn, of the British navy. 


THE OAI/ATEA. 


This is the cutter Galatea on which British 
boatmen build the hope of being able to 
show Yankee skippers the superiority of 
their naval architecture. 
Well, England 
should know something about boat building 
by this time. 
She has, since the decadence 
of our ship building industry, been the great 
ship 
manufactory of the world. 
Thou- 
sands of her designers, modelers, 
marine 
architects 
and seamen have been giving 
continuous 
thought 
to 
the 
problem 
of 
fast sailing craft 
So they bring 
to 
bear on the subject years of 
experiment 
and experience, 
while our modelers 
are 
but amateurs compared with them, and yet 
the experience of the thirty years that we 
have held this cup proves that though Eng- 
land may laboriously evolve a racer in which 
all the improvements they consider possible 
are 
concentrated, Yankee ingenuity will 
immediately come to the rescue and devise a 
craft to beat her. 


The Galatea has a hull of steel and is re- 
markable from the tremendous spread of 
canvas sbe carries as compared with the size 
of the hull. 
She wa- built at Greenock, on 
the Clyde, for use solely as a racer. 
Just 
what her dimensions and that of her spars 
will be cannot be learned, as her designer, 
Mr. Beavor Webb, is now making extensive 
alterations in her which it will be his en- 
deavor to keep her competitors on this side 
of the water from knowing until racing day. 


We will be in a better position to defend 
the cup this year, as the committee of the 
New York Yacht club, th at has the selection 
of a competitor for the Galatea, will have, 
beside the already tried Puritan and Pris- 
cUla, two even more promising yachts to 
choose from. 
The Atlantic, of New York, 
named after the club whose members are 
building her, and the Mayflower, a new and 
enlarged model of the Puritan, from the 
hands of the same designer. 


THE ATLANTIC. 


The Atlantic, like the other contestants in- 
tended to protect the cup, is a sloop or 
"single stick" yacht 
She is being fitted out 
in Brooklyn, N. Y. 
Her dimensions are 95 
feet 1 inch over all; extreme beam. 23 feet 
2 inches; draught amidship?, 8feet 10 inches; 
disj)lacement, 108 tons. 
She will carry on 
her keel 
tons of lead as outside ballast 
The length of her spars are: Mast, 81 feet; 
topmast, 48 feet; the boom will be 76 feet, 
with a gaif of 48 feet; her bowsprit will be 
.54 feet, and her spinnaker boom 75 feet 


One serious drawback with the Puritan 
last season was the fact that she was a bran 
new boat manned by a "scratch" crew; tha* 
is, men picked up here and there, men who 
had never worked together nor had they 
time to learn the workings of their ship, 
while the Genesta was manned by men who 
knew every strand of her rigging from the 
experience of several seasons. 


The Atlantic will have this advantage 
over the Puritan, that her captain and crew 
though new to the vessel will be expert yacht 
sailors. 


THK MAYFLOWEB. 


It was understood that Mr. Burgess, the 
designer of the victorious Puritan, wished to 
try and build a sloop that would be slightly 
larger than tbe Puritan, and at tbe same 
tii^e possess much greater speed. 
GJen. C. J. 
Paine, an enthusiastic yatchtsman, who, it 
will be remembered, purchased the Puritan 
when she was sold last year, gave the fam- 
ous designer an opportunity of trying this ex- 
periment, at least, of improving on the Puri- 
tan. 
The order was given last fall to go 
ahead, and spare no expense. 
Mr. Burgess 
made up his plans, and after many sugges- 
tions by Gen. Pbin« the designs wei« com- 
pleted iUid the keel of the Mayflower was laid 


on the gpot from which the Puritan grew 
into shapei 
Unusual care has been taken is 
the sele^on of the timber of which she is 
conatmcted. 
She has been 
successfully 
launched, and has been pronounced perfect 
by experts. 
Her lead keel weighs about 
thirty-seven tons. 
The size of her mast and 
spars have not yet been decided OIL

As soon as our vessels are fitted out they 
will begin a series of competition trials to 
discover which one will uphold the American 
flag and protect the America's cup in the 
three races to be sailed with the Britisher 
this summer. 


It is evident from the preparations being 
made t h ^ Yankee yachtsmen are awake to 
the fact that they expect an unusually fast 
competitor in the Galatea. 
And they also 
realize that should the cup once get over to 
the other side of the Atlantic it would be 
next to impossible to regain it, owing to the 
narrowness of the Royal Yacht club rules.

mission required that he should 
swear 
allegiance to the State of Ohio.

provision was stricken out and then "B. 
K. 
Jamison" became "aid-de-camp on 
the staff of his Excellency, 
Thomas L. 
Young, 
Governor 
of 
Ohio, with the 
rank and title of Colonel."

RIVALS FOR THE CUP. 


PROSPECT OF THE GREATEST YACHT- 


ING SEASON EVER KNOWN. 


The Etiffllili Vesiel That 1» Intended to 


Carry Away _ the 
Cup—It'a American 


Defaulters—Th« Yachts Being Built to 
Sustain American Honor. 


Tlie 'coming season is going to be a very 


interesting one in the way of yachting con- 
tests. 
A. further impetus is given to this 


•port from the renewed effort which is about 
to be mode to capture tho international 
challenge cup, which was.woii by. the yacht 
America in 1851 over tho fastest'of European 
sailing craft. Tho splendid victory of the 
Puritan last year haa spurred the Britain to 
send this ueasoa the very fleetest of their 
"single stick racing machines" to carry back 
tho cup. This'vessel Is the cutter Galatea, 
owned by Lieut Harm, of the British navy. 


THE GALATEA, 


This is the cutter Galatea on which British 


boatmen build the hope of being able to 
ghow Yankee skippers tho superiority of 
their naval architecture. 
Well, England 


should know something about boat building 
by this timo. She hns, since the decadence 
of our ship building industry, byyn tho great 
ship 
manufactory of the world. 
Thou- 


sands of her designers, modelers, marine 
architects and seamen have been giving 
continuous 
thought 
to 
tho 
problem 


of fast sailing craft. So they bring to 
bear on the subject years of experiment 
and experience, while our modelers are 
but amateurs compared with thorn, and yet 
tho experience of the thirty years that we 
have held this cup proves that though Eng- 
land may laboriously evolve a racer in which 
nil the improvements th'ey consider possible 
aro concentrated, Yankee Ingenuity will 
immediately come to the rescue and devise a 
craft to boat her. 


The Galatea has a hull of steel and is re- 


markable from tho tremendous spread of 
canvas slio carries as compared with the size 
of the hull. She wa< built at G-reonock, on 
the Clyde, for'use solely as a racer. "Just 
what her dimensions i and that of her spars 
will be cannot be learnod, as her designer, 
Mr. Beayor Webb, is now. making extensive 
alterations in her which it will be his en- 
deavor to keep her competitors on this side 
of tho water from knowing until racing day. 


Wo will bo In a bettor position to defend 


the cup this year, as the committee of the 
New York Yacht club, that has tho Selection 
of a competitor for the Galatea, will have, 
beside tho already tried Puritan and Pris- 
cilla, two evun moru promising yachts to 
choose from. Tho Atlantic, of New York, 
named after the club whose members are 
building her, and the Mayflower, a now and 
enlarged model of the Puritan, from the 
hands of the same designer. 


THE ATLAMT10. 


Tho Atlantic, liko the other contestants in- 


tended to protect tho cup, is a sloop or 
"single stick'? ynchfc. Sho is being fitted out 
in Brooklyn, N. Y. Her dimensions aro 95 
feet 1 inch over all; eitromo beam, Si feat 
2 inches; draught amidships, 8 feet 10 inches; 
displacement, 108 tons.- She will carry on 
her keel ;>t tons of lead as outside ballast. 
The length of her spars aro: Mast, 81 feet; 
topmast, 48 feat; tho boom will be 70 feet, 
with a gaff of 48 feet; her bowsprit will be 
54 f«ot, and her spinnaker boom 76 feet. 


One sorious drawback with tho Puritan 


last, season was tho fact that she was a bran 
now boat manned by a "scratch" crow; tha* 
is, men picked iip here and there, men who 
had novor worked together nor had they 
timo to learn tho workings of their ship, 
while the Gonesta was manned by men who 
knew wvery strand of hor rigging from the 
experience of several seasons. 


Tho Atlantic will have this advantage 


over the I'nritnn, that her captain and crew 
though now to the vessel will bo export yacht 
Bailors.

Tim order was given last full to go 


ahead, and nparo no expense. Mr. Burgess 
made up his plnnu, and nftcr many sugges- 
tions by Gem, Palna tho designs woru com- 
pleted and th* k*lef the Mayflowar w*ul*id 


on the ipot from which tho Puritan grow 
Into shape. Unusual care has been taken in 
the selection of tho timber of which sho is 
constructed. 
She has boon successfully 


launched, and has boon pronounced perfect 
by experts. Hor load keel weighs about 
thirty-seven tons. Tho size of h'or mast and 
spars havo hot yet been decided on.

As soon as our vessels aro fitted out they

mado that Yankee yachtsmen aro awake to 
the fact that they expect an unusually fast 
competitor in the Galatea. And they 'also 
roalizo that should the cup once get over to 
the other sido of tho Atlantic it would bo 
nort to impossible to regain it, owing to the 
narrowness of tho Royal Yacht club rules.
